years, and I would appreciate the input of any 
NRC members to guide my actions and votes. 

Another action has been pending since April 18. 
I proposed then to IRCA that I take over publish- 
ing duties from current DX Monitor publisher 
Ralph Sanserino, who has announced plans to 
retire sometime soon. Since that time, no other 
IRCA member (I've been an IRCA member since 
December, 1981) has offered to take over publish- 
ing duties. More chronology: The IRCA Board of 
Directors was apparently not informed of my 
proposal until August, and the general member- 
ship was not informed (in DXM) until the Novem- 
ber 14 issue. Naturally, some emotional responses 
have arisen, not all based on fact, and so for the 
consideration of all NRC members, especially those 
who, like myself, belong to both clubs, here is the 
exact text of my proposal to IRCA president Phil 
Bytheway (also an NRC member): 

‘The following proposal has the support of the 
National Radio Club Board of Directors. 

"In the following, I have not attempted to work 
out all the details, but instead I have provided a 
general framework of a system which would prove 
mutually beneficial to the NRC and IRCA, 

"1. Paul Swearingen would assume the posi- 
tion of publisher of a bulletin which would in- 
clude both DX News and DX Monitor. 

"2. Exeept for joint publication of a club bulle- 
tin, all other club functions would remaii sepa 
rate, 

"3. A financial arrangement would have to be 
negotiated to take care ol (a) members who belong, 
to both clubs, (b) the difference ina year's mem 
bership/subscriplion, (¢) the differences in fre 
quency of publication of the two bulletins. Cur- 
rently,a DX News subscription renewal costs $22.00; 
for DX Monitor, the cost is $25.00. DX News gener- 
ally totals 720+ pages per year in 30 issues, DX 
Monitor, somewhat fewer, in 34. DXN’s pages are 
more tightly packed, also, with copy. 

Frankly, with the influx of an estimated 100 
new subscribers, and a proportional income, I can 
see the publication increasing to 48 pages as many 
as a half-dozen more times a year than it does now. 
IRCA-only members would benefit the most from 
the change. Another thing - the publication would 
have to operate strictly on a break-even basis, 
paying for itself, and being governed by strict 
budget constraints. 

"4. Publication requirements would have to 
followed to meet the requirements of DXN’'s 
printer, Hall Directory, in Topeka.

And 
in the spirit of allowing Ralph to go fishing as soon 
as he can, I would hope that negotiations would 
proceed much faster than mere presentation of the 
proposal to the IRCA BoD, and members, has been 
allowed to happen.

"Sunset" DX: Recently in mid-October 
some early evening trans-Atlantic DX has 
been noted (e.g., Newfoundland 1210 and Rio 
de Janeiro 1220 at 2045 UTC and Carriacou 
1400 at 2150). These times correspond almost 
exactly with sunset at the transmitter site. 


This form of propagation is characterised by 
fair signals for perhaps 20-30 minutes around 
sunset and then significantly poorer signals 
subsequently.
